A hacker attack Thursday shut down Twitter, and Facebook 
also said it was looking into possible site problems. 

Twitter said in its status blog that it was “defending against a 
denial-of-service attack,” in which hackers command scores of 
computers to a single site at the same time, preventing legiti- 
mate traffic from getting through. 

The outage began at about 8 a.m. CDT The site still had linger- 
ing access problems midday though both Twitter and Facebook 
seemed to be functioning at least intermittently, giving cubicle- 
bound social media addicts a collective sigh of relief

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SENATE CONFIRMS SOTOMAYOR FOR SUPREME COURT

WASHINGTON The Senate confirmed Sonia Sotomayor 
on Thursday as the first Hispanic justice on the Supreme 
Court. 

The vote was 68-31 for Sotomayor, President Obama’s 
first high court nominee. She becomes the iiith justice and 
just the third woman to serve. 

Democrats praised the 55-year-old Sotomayor as a main- 
stream moderate. But most Republicans voted against her, 
saying she’d bring personal bias and a liberal agenda to the 
bench. 

She replaces retiring Justice David Souter, a liberal named 
by a Republican president, and she is not expected to alter 
the court’s ideological split. 

Obama is lauding the barrier-breaking confirmation. 

“With this historic vote, the Senate has affirmed that 
Justice Sotomayor has the intellect, the temperament, the 
history, the integrity and the independence of mind to ably 
serve on our nation’s highest court,” he said. 

Still, Republicans and Democrats were deeply at odds 
over confirming Sotomayor, and the battle over her nomina- 
tion highlighted profound philosophical disagreements that 
will shape future battles over the court’s makeup as Obama 
looks to another likely vacancy— perhaps more than one— 
while he’s in the White House. 

The GOP decried Obama’s call for “empathy” in a justice, 
painting Sotomayor as the embodiment of an inappropriate 
standard that would let a judge bring her personal whims and

Sonia Sotomayor will be sworn in Saturday, with Chief 
Justice John Roberts administering two oaths of office. 

The 55-year-old Sotomayor will repeat one oath as 
prescribed by the Constitution in a private ceremony at 
the high court at 11 a.m. It will be open only to members of 
Sotomayor’s family. Then, Roberts will administer a second 
oath, taken by judges, with the new justice’s family and 
friends, and reporters present. 

Spokeswoman Kathy Arberg said the ceremony 
apparently will be the first one open to TV cameras in the 
court’s history.

Her writings and speeches “reflect a belief not just that 
impartiality is not possible, but that it’s not even worth the 
effort,” said Sen. Mitch McConnell (R-Ky), the minority 
leader. 

Democrats, for their part, hailed the vote as a break- 
through achievement for the country, on par with enact- 
ment of civil rights laws. They warned Republicans they 
risked a backlash from Hispanic voters in the short term 
and an enduring black mark on their party in history books 
by opposing Sotomayor’s confirmation. 

“History awaits, and so does an anxious Hispanic com- 
munity in this country,” said Sen. Robert Menendez of New 
Jersey, the Senate’s lone Hispanic Democrat and the head of 
his party’s campaign arm, just minutes before the vote.

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CLOUl FALLOUT 

REPORT CALLS FOR RESIGNATION OF ENTIRE U. OF 1. BOARD OF TRUSTEES

University of Illinois Trustee Edward McMillan— the 
only board member not tied to the school’s admissions 
scandal— submitted a resignation letter Thursday fol- 
lowing a blue-ribbon panel’s recommendation that 
the entire board step down. 

McMillan said he sent the letter to Gov Quinn 
about 15 minutes after the Illinois Admission Review 
Commission approved its final report. 

Though he has served on the panel for less than 
seven months, McMillan said his gesture was meant 
as a sign of respect to U. of I. and to the commission’s 
work, which he called “thorough” and “impartial.” 

“I think the most important thing is that the 
University of Illinois move forward with the right 
people and the right culture,” McMillan told the 
Tribune. 

Two board members — Chairman Niranjan Shah and 
Trustee Lawrence Eppley— stepped down in anticipa- 
tion of the commission’s report. Quinn accepted both 
their resignations, saying the search for their replace- 
ments would begin immediately 

The Illinois Admissions Review Commission, cre- 
ated to investigate admission abuses at the university, 
issued a stinging rebuke Thursday of the patronage 
and political maneuverings that gave an edge to hun- 
dreds of well-connected applicants. 

Commissioners unanimously voted to approve the 
report, which it submitted to Gov Quinn. 

The panel urged all nine governor-appointed trust- 
ees to resign and allow Quinn to determine who, if 
any, should remain in their powerful posts. 

“We hope this report restores the credibility of the 
university,” said commissioner Charles Scholz. “It is a 


great institution but its reputation has been tarnished. 
Hopefully this helps get it on the right path.” 

At an afternoon news conference, U. of I. President 
B. Joseph White said he agreed with the report’s rec- 
ommendations and would convene a university-wide 
meeting next week to figure out how to implement 
them. He said the recommendations reflect, good, 
thoughtful analysis. 


“I think it’s a very good report,” White said. “I 
embrace the recommendations.” 

He said the report’s criticism of him. Chancellor 
Richard Herman and other university officials was 
“proper,” but said he intended to continue to lead the 
university He refused to say whether any university 
officials would be fired, saying “I never discuss person- 
nel matters publicly”

Daley associate plans to develop land near 2016 site

A member of Mayor Daley’s team working 
to bring the Olympics to Chicago has quietly 
arranged to develop city-owned land near a 
park that would be transformed for the 2016 
Summer Games, potentially positioning him- 
self to cash in if the Games come here, aTribune 
investigation has found. 

Developer Michael Scott Sr., an early mem- 
ber of the mayor’s Olympic committee, leads 


a group planning a residential and commer- 
cial project on lots kitty-corner from the pro- 
posed Douglas Park sporting venues, a location 
where land values could jump if the city gets the 
Olympics. 

The plan— which would include a Nike 
store— already has gotten crucial support from 
the local alderman, who has set aside the lots 
for Scott and his group. 

The city generally sells taxpayer-owned lots 


for $i apiece for affordable housing projects, 
and in other cases negotiates land prices. 

Scott owns Michael Scott & Associates, a 
real estate development and investment firm. 
He also serves as president of the Chicago 
school board, and was in the news earlier this 
week when he said he was subpoenaed to testify 
before a federal grand jury looking into admis- 
sions to the city’s elite public schools. 

Scott, who acknowledged plans to develop 


the lots around Douglas Park, said he has done 
nothing improper and defended his roles as a 
member of Daley’s Olympic committee, school 
board president and developer. 

“I’ve had an interest in Douglas Park long 
before the Olympics came and will probably 
have an interest long after we get them or not,” 
Scott said. “That’s where I was raised, that’s 
what I know, so if that’s something that’s pun- 
ishable, I can’t tell you that.” 
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Gay candidate 
kicks off campaign 

Jim Madigan officially kicks 
off his campaign to become 
Illinois’ first openly gay state 
senator with a noon meeting 
Saturday at his campaign 
headquarters, 4802 N. 
Broadway, Suite 205. Madigan, 
35, was interim executive 
director of Equality Illinois 
before stepping down in June 
to focus on his campaign. He 
will be challenging incumbent 
Heather Steans in the 
Democratic primary for the 
seat in the 7th District, which 
represents parts of Uptown, 
Edgewater, Lincoln Square and 
Rogers Park. 

Law bans texting 
while driving 

Gov. Quinn signed into law 
Thursday a measure that will 
ban Illinois motorists from 
sending text messages while 
driving in an effort to cut down 
on distracted driving-a law 
that takes effect Jan. 1. The 
law also prohibits drivers from 
reading texts, surfing the Web 
and downloading ringtones. 
Use of a GPS device is legal. 


Burr Oak workers 
indicted 

Four workers accused of 
digging up corpses at Burr 
Oak Cemetery in Alsip as part 
of a scheme to resell plots 
have been indicted on a host 
of felony charges, including 
desecration of human remains, 
conspiracy to dismember 
human bodies and theft, 
prosecutors said Thursday. 

The most serious charge each 
faces, dismembering a human 
body, carries a maximum 
sentence of 6 to 30 years in 
prison.

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Block parties 
going strong 

on West Side

Pilsen is taking to the streets— to party 

Pilsen and the rest of the 25th Ward have asked to host the most block parties this year in 
Chicago, city records show. While most wards each have issued about 25 permits for block parties 
from January through July, the city granted 112 block party permits to the residents of the 25th 
Ward, according to data from the city Department of Transportation. 

The city has issued about 1,500 block party permits through July, about the same number it 
issued during the same time period last year. ARedEye analysis of city data seems to indicate that 
the block party, a rite of passage in the summer, is most popular on the West Side. August also 


is by far the trendiest month for these parties, if 
ROOSEVELT last year’s numbers are any indication. 

“For some residents in our area, in our ward, 
this is their summer festivity,” said Maya Solis, 
spokeswoman for Aid. Danny Solis (25th). “Not every- 
one can go to Ravinia and celebrate elsewhere. 
In a way we’re happy we can provide this to the 
residents.” 

The 25th Ward office has seen such an influx 
of block party permit applications, Maya Solis 
said, the office takes the unusual step of devot- 
ing a staffer to making sure residents follow 
the ward’s block party rules. 

Solis said the office instituted a rule 
this year that requires 65 percent of the 
block’s residents to agree to the party 
63RD ST. before the permit is issued. Last year. 


PLAY BY THE RULES 

Block party permit applications 
should be available at individual 
ward offices, said Brian Steele, 
spokesman for the city Department 
of Transportation, which collects 
party permit data. Party rules may 
vary between wards, but there are 
a few city regulations for party 
throwers, Steele said. 

» Large arterial streets can’t close. 

» Streets can’t close past 10 p.m. 

» Streets can’t close for more than 
one day in succession. 

» Streets can’t close for commercial 
purposes.

The ward office even keeps a “block list” of residents who aren’t 
allowed to throw a block party because of past parties that have got- 
ten out of hand, Solis said. 

“The block party should be a happy time, not cause any nega- 
tive feedback,” Solis said. 

If Pilsen is considered the life of the party, the 42nd Ward, 
which encompasses the Loop, North Michigan Avenue, 
Streeterville, River North and the Gold Coast, would be the 
party pooper. The 42nd was the only ward that didn’t issue any 
block party permits this year, according to city data. 

Aid. Brendan Reilly (42nd) said it’s not that his ward doesn’t 
like to party— it’s just not feasible to disrupt the flow of traffic 
downtown for a block party 

When residents ask to host a block party, the 42nd Ward 
office directs them to the special events permit application, 
which has a more rigorous approval process than the block 
party application. 

“We like to have a good time downtown,” Reilly said. “I’m 
a big fan of the block party; however, this being the Central 
Business District, traffic flow, safety, pedestrian mobility— 
those issues trump the traditional block parties.”

The 
House voted last week to keep alive the program, 
which gives consumers up to $4,500 in federal sub- 
sidies if they trade in their cars for new, more energy- 
efficient models. 

Without action, lawmakers risked a wave of voter 
discontent as they left the Capitol for a monthlong 
vacation.

Secondary 
a primary 
concern 

Injuries pile up as camp wears on

The depth the Bears built in the secondary over the past two 
seasons is being put to the test in training camp. 

Backup Zack Bowman’s pulled hamstring and starter Charles 
Tillman’s recovery from back surgery have the Bears down to 
Trumaine McBride at left cornerback. McBride normally is a 
right cornerback. The Bears also are moving Corey Graham to 
cornerback after he spent the off-season working to be a safety 

The Bears already are young at safety with Kevin Payne and 
Danieal Manning, which only compounds coverage problems in 
the secondary Manning now has moved positions three times 
in his three-year career. 

“We’ve got to be able to handle it now because it could hap- 
pen in the regular season, you just don’t know,” Manning said. 

Coaches hope Tillman is back for the regular season. Graham 
is listed day to day, but sometimes hamstring pulls linger. 

“I don’t think it was a real bad pull or anything like that,” 
coach Lovie Smith said. “He should be back in time.” 

This instability comes with Manning starting at free safety 
after starting there only one game last year when the team still 
had oft-injured veteran Mike Brown. 

“Injuries are unfortunate, but we have Trumaine McBride 
there {at cornerback] who has stepped in and played a number 
of games in a starting role,” veteran right cornerback Nate Vasher 
said. “We feel we won’t miss a beat. We have so many really good 
players it gives us that kind of depth in the secondary” 

McBride actually tied for the team lead in pass break-ups 
while starting nine games at right cornerback in 2007 as a 
replacement for Vasher, who suffered a groin injury 

Now he’s on the other side of the field. 

“Obviously I know the defense better, so I think that’s my 
biggest {reason for improvement] from my rookie year until 
now,” said McBride, a seventh-round pick out of Mississippi in 
2007. “I just feel more comfortable playing right cor- 
ner. We have drills and we work both sides in them, 
but I feel more comfortable playing the right side.” 

Graham is making the greatest adjustment by 
going back to cornerback and also learning to be a 
reserve nickel back. The third-year player from New 
Hampshire prepared to challenge Craig Steltz at free 
safety before training camp. Then Tillman’s surgery set 
off a chain reaction. 

“It was a bit of a shock to me after I’d just gotten moved 
six weeks {before] to safety and they were telling me that was 
going to be my position,” Graham said. “But you just go with 
it, you just try to get back on your techniques and get better 
and better and just roll with whatever happens, and just try to 
get on the field.”

Relationship between Farrell’s festival, 
Chicago still going strong after 5 years 

By Kent Green I for redeye 
Perry Farrell knows that to get things done 
in Chicago, you have to have connections. 

“For Jane’s Addiction, for example, Fm 
planning a super show,” Farrell hinted about his band’s Sunday 
performance. “For the theatrical presentation, I want to do 
tricks with helicopters. It’s nice to be able to go to the city and 
say, ‘Would it be OK?’ I guess you could say we’ve got friends in 
high places.” 

The Jane’s Addiction frontman and Lollapalooza founder is 
thrilled with the relationship Lolla and Chicago have devel- 
oped as the festival enters its fifth year here with a lo-year 
deal, signed after last year’s sold-out fest, that keeps the festi- 
val in Chicago through 2018. 

“It’s a hot and heavy romance,” Farrell said. 

With each iteration, the city and Lolla organizer C3 Presents 
have grown closer. C3 contributed $1.6 million to the Chicago 
Park District after last year’s festival and has gotten active in the 
city’s After School Matters program.

Boo! The heat. Temps 
rose above 100 degrees, 
causing about 60 
people to be treated for 
heat-related illnesses. 


This year, it has become involved in the city’s 
push for the 2016 Olympics, granting naming 
rights for the Hutchinson Field south stage to 
the Chicago 2016 group. 

Every year, however, critics question the fes- 
tival’s links to the city Local venues complain 
that they’re hurt by Lolla’s radius clause, which 
prevents festival bands from playing locally 
60 days before and 30 days after the festival. 
Critics also point out that C3 Presents is based 
in Austin, Texas, not Chicago, and has little 


contact with the Chicago music scene. 

But one thing’s hard to debate: Lolla has 
been a success at the gates. Last year, all three 
days sold out for the first time, bringing about 
225,000 people to Grant Park. 

“I wish {the critics} would love us, but they 
don’t,” Farrell said, his voice sounding weary 
as he spoke about attacks against Lolla. It 
regained its vigor as he returned to the positive. 
‘As much as they bad-mouth us, we are the larg- 
est festival in the country, the most successful 


in country To me, at this point in time, Chicago 
should be looking at them and saying, ‘Why 
don’t you shut up?’ ” 

This year is a big one for Farrell. The trav- 
eling festival was conceived in 1991 as a Jane’s 
Addiction farewell tour. Now the band is one of 
three closing the festivities on Sunday night. 

Watching the near-rioting crowd response 
to Rage Against the Machine’s 2008 set gave 
Farrell the urge to return to the main stage. 

“That was the reaction we would get in 1991. 


I said, how are we going to top this Rage party, 
and I thought to myself: Jane’s Addiction, that’s 
how,” Farrell said. 

Not only will he take the stage with Jane’s, 
but Farrell also plans to perform a solo DJ set in 
the Perry’s dance tent. The dance area this year 
has grown to hold about 10,000 people and 
comes equipped with a massive LED screen. 
This to accommodate what Farrell sees as a 
major shift in music: the rise of the self-pro- 
duced electronic artist.

While that live-electro hybrid style will domi- 
nate future Lollapaloozas, Farrell refused to guess 
which bands of the moment might headline the 
festival some day Now that it’s easier for bands 
to get established, it’s also easier for them to fade 
away, he said. So, it’s important for festivals to 
look to the past as well as the future. 

“We’re taking it back further and further to 
make a great, solid lineup,” Farrell said. “Lou 
Reed, that’s going back to the ’60s.” 

Whomever the festival lands, Lolla will need to 


keep being innovative in its booking to stand out 
in summers that are ever-packed with festivals. 
But Farrell’s not worried about that. He pointed 
out that the original 1990s Lolla was the first major 
touring festival. The Chicago-based version was 
one of the first to push the stationary fest to three 
days. And now, it’s the first to boast six headliners. 

No surprise, really: Farrell is a guy who wants 
helicopters in his show. He’s always going to push

Andrew Bird comes home 


By Kent Green I for redeye 

Andrew Bird’s Friday performance at Lollapalooza will be something of a homecoming for the 
Chicago troubador, who has been touring extensively behind his latest album, “Noble Beast.” 
RedEye recently connected with Bird through e-mail. 


What do you miss about Chicago or Illinois 
when you’re on tour? 

I miss the human fixtures around Chicago. The 
characters. And the natural landscape, though 
more modest than some, makes sense to me. 
L.A., for instance, makes little sense to the 
eye— like a Dr. Seuss eco-disaster. I grew up in 
the ravines and bluffs around Lake Michigan. 

Is there a noticeable difference in apprecia- 
tion for your work when you play hometown 
shows? 

Playing at home always feels different. I often 
wish it could be just another stop on the road 
but it can never be. (If only Chicago could have 
seen us in Tulsa.) I assume I’m being scruti- 
nized. It’s mostly in my head. Until all those 
kids rushed the stage at Millennium Park last 
year I wasn’t sure how the show was going. 

Even though Chicago audiences consistently 
show they’ve got my back. I’ll never count on it. 

How much does Illinois inform the music you 
make? 

I think I’ll carry my internal world of words 


and melodies wherever I go. I just need two 
things: I need to see the horizon now and then 
and see a storm approaching. I need some 
good people around me to ask, “What does 
this word mean to you?” I never use a the- 
saurus, or Wikipedia for that matter. I prefer 
people and all the misunderstandings that 
come with them. 

Do you prefer festivals or smaller venues? 

The festival experience is cool in moderation. 

I wouldn’t want to do more than two or three 
a year. The sea of humanity and the limitless 
space of open sky all draw something out of 
me that’s unhinged and kind of fun. In con- 
trast, this year I’ve also learned that playing 
tiny rock clubs in Germany can be good for 
band morale. 

What would you consider essential to the out- 
door music experience? 

At its best you can either zone out, look up at 
the sky and let the music complete the picture 
or you can be in the crowd focused on the per- 
former. I’m more inclined toward the former.

Charlyne Yi gets 
to the heart of romance 
in ‘Paper Heart’

Itbu likely know just a thing or two about 
Charlyne Yi, and both of those things are 
probably wrong. 

The comedian has never been high, but 
because of her role as a major stoner in 
“Knocked Up,” many people have asked her if 
she if she has any weed. And as a result of their 
seemingly real relationship in “Paper Heart,” 
Yi and Michael Cera must deal with reports 
that they are dating. 

According to Yi, the two have never dated 
and are just friends. 

“Paper Heart,” out Friday, blends partly 
scripted and documentary footage. The Yi/ 
Cera relationship is fictional and actor Jake 
Johnson plays the film’s co-writer and director, 
Nicholas Jasenovec. But the doc footage fol- 
lows Yi and Jasenovec (as played by Johnson) 
as they travel cross-country and ask people 
their thoughts on love. Interview subjects 
include everyone from a romance novelist to 
a psychic to a judge who oversees divorces 
to celebrities like Seth Rogen and Demitri 
Martin. 


Yi, 23, says she wanted to use real people to 
ground the fictional love story, with the con- 
cept partially sprung from her own curiosity 
about how to find a mate. 

“I don’t drink,” Yi said. “So I go to a bar and 
it’s like, ‘Hey you’re pretty cool. Oh, you’re 
drunk. Oh, no!’ ” 

Indeed, “Paper Heart” captures the eager- 
ness and awkwardness of a young woman 
looking for love, and the on-screen romance 
between Yi and Cera achieves its own form of 
vulnerable indie sweetness. Tet it’s the real-life 
interviews that really make the film an inter- 
esting examination of Americans’ experiences. 
Yi recalls one young kid they interviewed 
with a particularly— and, likely, unintention- 
ally— profound take on romance. 

“He said, ‘If you keep giving away your 
heart, pretty soon you’re not going to have a 
heart anymore,”’ Yi said. “I was like, ‘Can you 
ever get your heart back?’ 

“{And he said,] ‘Probably If someone gives 
loves to you, maybe they’ll give you your heart 
back.’” 

This is but one example of the way “Paper 
Heart” breaks down what we think we know

about love into more intriguing tidbits of per- 
sonal experience and inexperience. A kid has 
legitimate thoughts on adult relationships. A 
man whose wife divorced him hopes, “Maybe 
my soulmate’s still out there.” A psychic claims 
to be right 100 percent of the time. It’s all a 
portrait of love’s subjectivity, as frequently 
entertaining and ridiculous as people mod- 
eling standards of monogamy on celebrity 
behavior in Hollywood. 

“L.A. is such a weird bubble compared to 
the rest of the world,” Johnson said. “If a rela- 
tionship lasts a minute and a half there, that’s 
like six months to a year {in Chicago}.” 


Besides, celebrity relationships aren’t neces- 
sarily better or easier than yours, and, obvious- 
ly, just because celebs seem like ideal partners 
on screen doesn’t necessarily speak to their 
life off-screen. That’s why Yi— who’s perhaps a 
bit naive about the existence of people’s celeb 
crushes— is amazed at fans who, thinking she’s 
Cera’s girlfriend, envy her position. 

“You don’t even know him,” she said. “What 
if he was a huge jerk?” 

Not that she’s saying Cera is a jerk, of 
course. (Though Yi notes Cera is unlike many 
of his awkward characters: “Michael’s confi- 
dent. He can be loud. A lot of the characters 
he plays are timid and stuttery and I mean 
everyone stutters, but not that much.”) 

In relationships, too, what you think is real 
is often different than what’s actually real. 
Hence, Yi still would be happy if someone 
stood outside her home holding a boombox, 
“Say Anything”-style . 

“That’d be awesome. I’d totally {love if 
someone did that for me}. If they were cool,” 
she said. “If they were some weirdo-creep, 
then no.”

Actor Hugh Dancy seems to be on the verge of 
Colin Firth-ery 

With his curly brown locks, Brit accent and 
leading-man repertoire, the 34-year-old may well 
be the next eloquent English pinup. Too bad, 
though, that he’s engaged to Claire Danes. 

In ‘Adam,” out Friday, Dancy drops his Brit 
intonations to play Adam Raki, an Asperger’s- 
afflicted New York singleton who begins wad- 
ing in the tragicomic waters of life and love 
after his father’s death. Dancy chatted recently 
about the film. 

Did you model Adam after anyone specific? 

No. I met several individuals deemed by 
somebody else before we met to be close-ish 
to the character I was going to be playing, in 
terms of where they were on the autistic spec- 
trum. ... The one thing I learned of real value 
to me when it came to picking and choosing 
was that there was this huge variety within 
that little label of Asperger’s. 

'Adam” isn’t your normal romantic comedy or 
your normal romance. What elements do you 


think Adam’s Asperger’s or this script tweak 
about the romance plot? 

We’ve come to think of “rom-com” as being so 
comfortingly predictable that we know what’s 
going to happen before it happens, right? The 
conceit is that two people come together and 
then some big obstacle falls in their way ... 
And there’s usually a failure of communica- 
tion. And there’s no greater obstacle to com- 
munication than the autistic spectrum. But 
that only occurred to me toward the end of 
making the movie— it seems incredibly obvi- 
ous now that it has that shape, but I remem- 
ber it was like a flash, it was like “Oh! My God! 
This is a bit like a romantic comedy!” 

Asperger’s is a nice metaphor for relationships.

John Hughes dies at 59 


John Hughes, best known for his ’80s Brat Pack 
movies that made stars out of its actors as well 
as a franchise about an 8 -year-old forgotten at 
home by his family, died Thursday He was 59. 

Hughes died of a heart attack during a morn- 
ing walk in Manhattan. He was in New York to 
visit family 

A native of Lansing, Mich., who later moved 
to suburban Chicago, Hughes rose from ad 
writer to comedy writer to silver-screen champ 
with his idealized portraits of teens, whether 
the romantic and sexual insecurity of “Sixteen 
Candles,” the J.D. Salinger-esque rebellion in 
“The Breakfast Club” or the carefree playing 
hooky of “Ferris Bueller’s Day Off” Many of 
his films also were set in Chicago. 

Hughes wrote the blockbuster comedy 
“Home Alone,” which made little-known 
Macaulay Culkin a sensation as the 8 -year-old 
accidentally abandoned by his vacationing fam- 
ily, and wrote or directed such hits as “National 
Lampoon’s Vacation,” “Pretty in Pink,” “Planes, 
Trains & Automobiles” and “Uncle Buck.” 

Actor Matthew Broderick worked with 
Hughes in 1986 when he played the title char- 
acter in “Ferris Bueller’s Day Off,” which show- 
cased many Chicago landmarks such as Wrigley
